Of this decrease, 
10,000 represents the decrease in the 
number of returns and the rémaind- 
er, 30,000, represents the increased 
number of those who, though re- 
quired to make a return, do not have 
to pay anything. 

This year’s exemption for a mar- 
ried man, with a net income less than 
$5000, is $2500, instead of the former 
$2000. For all married men, the 
exemption for each child is $400, 
instead of $200 as last year. This 
change means, for a man of mod- 
erate income, with a wife and three 
an exemption $1100 more 
than that of last year. 

In thousands of cases, this marks 
the difference between having to pay 
a tax of $40, more or less, and hav- 
ing to pay no tax at all. The rate 
of taxation on the unexempt portion 
of incomes is the same as last year’s 
rate, 4 per cent, but many persons 
with large families and small _ in- 
comes have now learned that it is 
not the rate which counts, but tHe 
exemptions. 

Last year’s payments in St. Louis 
and the district amounted to $60,- 
000,000, and the first payment, ac- 
companying the return, came to $18,- 
000,000. The first payments made 
this year, tn the period ending last 
night, have been less than $10,000,- 
000, and the final total is expected 
to show a falling off of 30 to 35 per 
cent from last year. 

Delinquents Fewer Than 2000. 


The number of delinquents this 
vear is estimated as being under 
2000, and this includes many persons 


who filed returns but did not make 
the required first payment of 25 per 
cent or more.

WASHINGTON, March 16.-—-The 
compromise soldiers’ bonus bill, as 
finally revised, was reintroduced to- 
day in the House by Chairman Ford- 
ney, who submitted a majority re- 
port from the Ways and Means Com. 
mittee claiming these “advantages of 
plan of the bill”: 

“1, No new taxation, no issu- 
ance of new securities is at pres- 
ent required. . 

“9? It provides for the veteran 
in need a method of obtaining 
aid. 

“8 The amounts required each 
year after July 1, 1923, are small 
compared to those which have. 
heretofore been met and can be 
provided without any difficulties 
or derangement of our financial 
situation. 

“4. The plan tends to promote ~— 
savings habits among the veterans. 

“5. It protects the veteran hime- 
self and his family from misfortune 
in the future. 

“§. It will create a class of mound 
builders who will greatly increase 
the mass of property in the coun- 
ry.” 

; “While perfect unanimity could 
not be expected as to all details of 
the bill,” the report/gaid, “the ma- 
jority of the committee believe that 
the plan in general meets the ap- 
proval of the soldiers and of all of 
those who are in favor of granting 
to them additional compensation ia 
any form whatever.”
